No66-2-8 with reference to drilling of well a further cepth 
in order to secure a sufficient supply of water for the combine 
teachers residence and hosyital, 

I beg to inform the Department that after starting to drill 
it was found necessary to draw the 54 feet of well caseing 
and the weél had to be drilied ower again, the caseing was bent 
in at the bottom and would not aliow the sand pump to work, so 
the caseing had to be drawed out of the well, and a six inch 
piece cut off that was battered and bent, the well then had to 
be drilled out again and thés caseing driven dowg , it was & 
very hard job to draw the caseing, it had to be done with jack- 
screws and it was a very slow but powerfull process, but this 
was the only remedy in this case. 


The caseing only had to be driven a depth of sbout 60 ft, 
when we discovered ledge, and now the drillers are down 30 feet 
in the ledge, and they have not got any good water supply as yet 
it is no telling how deep they would have to go to get a proper 
vain of water, but the drillers think that they should not have 
to go down over a depth of ten or twenty feet further. 


I beg to ask the Department to authorize the necessary 
expenditure in connection with the drilling of this well, the 
well pit roof had to be removed,and it will have to be replaced 
and some concrete replaced around the well case.ng.

The Reverend Sister Superior of the Tobique 
teachers’ residence has brought to my attention the ree@ of 
a cloths cupboard having built in the trunk room of the 
residence, I may state that their trunks, and their own person- 
al effects are in the basement unpacked, and this is not a 
wery fit place for their cloths, as they are liable to dampness 
and mould. I may state that the trunk room is very small, and 
would only serve room for a couple of trunks, and I may say 
that they hawe at least six, and they are all quite large.

Department would consider tue building of an out-side wood 
shed for to store the wood used for the kitchen stove, which 
would cost about approximately $300 .00 for the size wood-sned 
required, and by Coing this it would leave sufficient room 
for the domestic science room required, and the lumber, material 
ete., would cost app: oximately 3125.00 the labour could all 
be done by the caretaker, he would need a few days help vrhen 
putting up the frame f the wood-shed, which should be at 
least 6 by 20 12 foot post,a square pitch roof.shingled. 


I would recommend to tne Department to authorize the 
above arrangements, and expenditures for the fitting up of 
domestic science room, and .I may state that an outside woodshed 
is badly needed, as it is very inconvenient to have to carry 
this kitchen stove wood in and out of the basement.

In rerly I beg to say that you aay arrange to have the caretaker 
build 4 small closet in each bathroom for the rurpose of storing brooms, 
dustpans, etc. A bookcase for the t«achers' books of the dimensions 
suitable to meet the requirements may also be built. We note that the 
present caretaker is a handy man at thie kind of work and that he is 
competent to perform the necessary carpenter work. You may expend an 
amount not eaceedin; $35 in the purchase of the necessary carvnenter tools 
for the use of the caretaker in the making of eguirment and repairs from 
time to time. These tools should be kept at the residence and hospital 
and under no circumstances loaned to outside parties. You may also 
purchase to an amount not exceeding $20 the different kinds of finished 
lumber, nails, etc., required in the building of the closets and book- 
case. Please forward properly certified vouchers, in duplicate, cover- 
ing the expenditure incurred in the purchase of the tools and for the 
material. It is to be widerstood that any carpenter work performed 
by the caretaker is part of his regular duties and that no extra 
remuneration can be allowed therefor. 


We note that it will not be possible to provide a room for 
domestic science work in the basement of the combined teachers’ 
residence and hospital as thie is required for the storing of fuel 
and other supplies.

I am in receipt of your letter of the i5th 
instant, regarding electric light account of $31.95 with 
youcher No. 523 in favour of the Andover & Perth Electric 
Light Commissioners, and for your information concerning this 
account, I inclose you a letter I received from Mr.Geo VW. Wright 
electrician in charge of the Andover & Perth Light Comm, 
and you will note what he hes to say regarding the information 
you request. 


As first stated in Mr.Wright‘s letter that the 
meter in Andover where the Reserve line is connected was not 
read untill about January llth, and the account was charged 
from that date, whereas I read the meters of the four differ- 
ent consumers at the Indian Village, namely,- the Mission, 
Hospital, Church, and Hall, on January ist, ana@ these 10 days 
aifference in their meter reading,.at Andover, and the meters 
read at the Indian Village made a vast difference, and I had 
to charge the difference to transformer loss, as Mr. Wright 
should of read the Andover meter at the end of the last 
quarter December Sist, 1925. However the current charge for 
quarter ending March 3lst, 1926. will be short ten days, and 
this will make up the difference for the uz transformer loss 
charged to December quarter. 


I beg to inform you that when submitting the 
quartly account of the meter for the Mission Fathers I charge 
them one quarter of the total transformer loss, by doing

timely for the Medical portion of the Vote to undertake 
somewhat more of the expenditure than in the past. 


Upon reviewin= the costs sat thie school, I 
find thet for the five years enced Warch 31, 1923, the 
averare yenrly expenditure for ell purposes for the two- 
classroom Indien day school wae $991.00. Durine the 
fiscel years 1923-24 and 1924-25 the horpital and 
tenchers' residence wns erecte? at a cost to Indian 
Educstion of $22,670. I believe at this time some of 
the furnishing, which wee ndditional, wae charred to 
the Medical portion of the New Brunewick Vote. This 
charce on Indian Education was sat leaet $16,900 more 
then if we had built a teachers’ residence only. 


With reference to the current expenses since 
thet time, I believe that they have averaged $3,464 
for the past six years. This was at least $1,500 more 
per year than if a dny echool only was bei operated. 
Helf of this extra expense, of course, is the enlary of 
the third teacher. One of the Sisters is so classified,

Part of the building hae always been devoted to 
hospital purposes. Three Reverend Sieterse are employed, one 
of whom devotes ail her time to the work of the hospital. 
Her salary has also been paid from the Appropriation for 
Indian Education. 


I have discussed this matter with Dr. Stone, and 
I would appreciate your concurrence in the following:- 


1. From cause 1, 1934, any Gisbureemente in 
connection with the re e or upkeep of the part 
ef the building devoted to hospital purposes should 
be paid from Medical vote. 


The salary of the hev. Sister engaged in 
hospital work should be provided in the Medical Vote 
for the fiecal year 1935-36 (from April 1, 1935). I 
understand that there is no provision for her in the 
Medical vete for 1934-35, and we have provided for 
her ealary during that tlecai year.

Reverend Father Ryan has appealed 
to the Department on behalf of the Tobique 
Hospital to provide the institution with an electric 
washer, ironer and refrigerator. There has been 
previous correspondence on these mtters which 
there is no need to repeat. 


It seems well to inquire how the 
present arrangement is working as regerds hospital 
patients and the cost of their care. The pian is 
not so old that it cannot be regarded as experimental. 
The Departuwent's view in most enterprises of this 
kind is thet it should not be asked to pay more 
than the services cost and that the missionary 
institution should not be asked to carry on work 
at @ loss. I need not recount the complicated nature 
of the institution at Tobique in its different 
functions eas teachers’ residence and hospital. 


There have been some new developments 
about Government property and the Department's 
imoression is that the present earrancement should be 
recast in such a manner that the Department would 
supply, own end keep up all permanent equipment, 
includine bedding and linen, and pay to the Sisters 
such a rete as would cover food and laundry for the 
patients but no other service except the compensetion 
for the services of Sister Electea which would be 
continued at its present rate.

you must be asked to cet as careful ficures as you 
can on the actual cost of these services and thet 
the Sisters must be asked to make them available 
to you. 


On reviewing the hospital accounts 
it is observed thet Mrs. John Deveau, with active 
pulmonary tuberculosis, has been in the hospital 
since Mey 3S. The Department is prepared to remove 
this patient to any sanitorium in New Brunswick and 
to pay for her maintenance there, preferring that 
the space be occupied by e more active and less 
communicable type of patient. It thinks also that 
the case of rs. Lockwood should be reviewed as 
she has been in the hospitel since August 25 with 
@ dieenosis of chronic bronchitis. In these proposals 
it is not the Department's wish necessarily to 
reduce the revenue of the Sisters but it is obvious 
thet a hospitel of this size is not a suitable place 
for active tuberculosis or indeed for any very long 
term patient. 


In discussing this matter with the 
Sisters I hope you will ask them to take into 
consideration all the factors discussed in this letter 
and to accept as e premise that the Department wishes 
to deal fairly with them and to make the institution 
as useful as it can possibly be made.

She really should have been in the hospitel «4 month 
eerlier or have ® women during the day end emother et night during 
her last month at home ss she wes very sick »nd we only admitted her 
when the doctor said she needed hospitel crre,es she would die in ®& 
short time, which reslly hsppened. In rex rd to Mrs. John DeVenu 
@s you know we 4id not wish to sdmit her here but the doctor esked 
us to edmit her as she head e fomily of little children. Her condition 
now is very poor. The doctor is expecting her to die st any time. It 
is now too laste to remove her to «4 nitsarium. Ye will be very 
plersed to co-operate with the Depsrtment is keeping out of the hospitel 
As long *s possible such long term cases. ’

seatisfactery and that she is pleased that we will have e Frigid sire for 
our hospitel - and that, regerding the electric washer, she will be very 
willing to refund to us the price of the washer so that we will not have 
to do without this necessary eauinment.

If you 
have @ copy, you will see that the Reverend Sisters have 
charged into their operating expenses $1,1147.00, much of 


which represents expenditure for their own elothing, travelling 


expenses, dentist, insurance chapel expense and so forth, 
none of which ere charges whieh have much to do with the 


operation of the hospital, or indeed, of the teacher's residence, 


they being personal living costs of the sisters themselves. 


In fect, this sum, with the credit balance on nine 


month's operations, is almost equal to the cost which might 
properly be assigned to the hospital operation. This seems 
to indicate to the Department that the daily rete for 
maintenance of petients should be re@uced from $2.00 to about 
$1.00 or ea little more. If this were agreed upon, there would 
be nothing to stand in the way of the Department purchasing the 
electric refrigerator out of the seving.

Reverend F. C. Ryan, Inspector of Indian Schools 
for the province of New Brunswick, in reporting on his 
recent inspection of the Woodstock Indian Day School, has 
drawn attention to the work which was carried out last 
summer, in repairing the pilaster in the classroom. He 
states that e walis require to be painted or tinted, as 
the white material which was used in filling up the cracks 
last summer should be coloured, to match the paint on the 
walls, and that the interior of the building would be 
greatly improved if the wails were repainted. You might 
advise the Department concerning the cost ef having the 
interior walls of the classroom redecorated. This work 
could be performed during the coming Christmas holidays. 


The Inspector states that the roof was patched 
where there were no leake and that it is worse than ever. 
You should examine the roof and arrange for the carrying 
out of any minor repairs required to prevent leakage 
during the coming winter. Any expense in connection with 
this work, of course, should be kept as low as possible.

I realize there will have to be a new roof on this build- 
ing next year,but on the advice of a competent carpenter, I wae 
assured a few patches would stop the leaks and save, for awhile 
at least an expenditure of nearly $ 300.00 

As for the cracks which wewe fixed in the walls of the 
class room they do show white and of course would look much better 
Painted. If the Department will recall I had less than one month 
to complete repairs to four schools. Woodstock was the last one 
repaired and time wou.d not permit me to paint the interior. 


I would say the approximate cost of thie would be at 
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the least seventy-five dollars including labor,

In all the Indian schools that I have recommended 
to be washed, i.e., ceiling, walls, etc., please 
remember such an interior of any such school is well 
painted - ceilings, walls, etc., - but smoke, dust, 
etc., have accumulated on same.

I am in receipt of your letter of the Sth 
instant in which you recommend digging a drain et 
the Woodstock Indian day school. 


It was only found possible to provide in 
our current year's appropriation an amount of $3500.00 
for repairs and improvements et the schools in your 
Agency. You will, therefore, note that the drain at 
the Woodstock school will involve the expenditure of 
practically the whole amount available. 


However, as the work appears necessary you 
may proceed with it as soon as weather conditions 
permit and a tile drain should be provided. 


It is understood, of course, that only Indians 
will be employed and in engaging them you should hire 
all able-bodied Indians who are at present on relief. 
AS soon as they start work no further relief should 
be allowed to them. Any able-bodied Indian who refuses 
work in digging the drain should be cut off relief. 


Please let me know when you require an accountable 
cheque for this work.

I am in receivt of your letter of April 135, 
File No. 56-5-5 re-di ging a drain at the Woodstock 
Indian School. 


I believe it will be the first of June before 
I will be able to do this work. The ground here is 
covered with snow and there is still 4 or 5 feet of 
ice in the St. John River. 


I note that the amount of $500.00 was provided 
for the current year's anvropriation for renairs and 
improvements for the schools in my Agency, and that it 
will involve practically the whole amount available for 
the work at Woodstock. I had hoped to vaint the inter- 
ior of the St. wWary's Indian School. I do not know 
when it was painted last, but it most certainly needs 
paint. The old vaint is prectica’lly all off the Wood- 
work, and the walls and ceilings need doing as well. 

The Woodstock School requires ~aint on the outside in 
the worst way, and for that matter, Kingsclear School 
also needs paint on the outside, but as this school is 
down in the reserve and not visible frou the highway,

I found it impossible to get anyone to paint this 
school, although I had one painter who promised to do it 
and then disappointed me. 


At last, Tou Nash, the man who peinted the St. Marys 
school, agreed to go to .soodstock with me and to give the 
walls and ceiling one coat of psint. This he did with the 
help of a man, “d Gallagher, for five hours. 


The interior of this school should have another 
coet and the entry and surbase should be painted as well. 
We have nearly enough peint to do this end itr. Nash 
would go up again if authorized to do so. 


‘Yvhe labour and material for painting the woodstock 
and St. .«.arys schools were kept pretty well within the 
amount allowed although the Woodstock school received less 
labour and material than thet of St. wdarys.

I told Mr. Griffin and the Sister that I had authority to spend 
¥125.00 only on the school, and would have to set authority before I 
could spend more. He seemed to have misunderstood me in some way, 
because when i returned to the school again, he had completed the job 
(with the exception of painting), which is still undone J and the bills 
were as attached to the above numbered vouchers. 


This room is large enough now to have meetings for Homemaker's 
Clubs or other gatherings of the adults. This is whet Sister 
wwarion Teresa had been wanting. 


The room in the basement was necessary on account of the 
overcrowded school room upstairs. I had written to Ottawa about this 
crowded condition on a previous occassion and Inspector Brooks, 
the insvector of the N.B. Schools for thet area had mentioned to me 


that the school room was too small to accommodate the number of 
pupils.

As school inspector of all the White Children schools in 
our mission's limits,Bersimis Rererve’s White Canadian class included,I have 
been advised lately by Rev. Sister Superior of Bersimis Convent,Sister Ste- 
Jeanne,thet Sister St-Mare teaching our Canadian students has not received 
her usual monthly cheque of twenty dollars for the mongh of Janvery,.whilst 
the other two Sisters have received theirs. Could it be possible that Doctor 
Lavallée,Agent of our Reserve,had written to the Departement and ask you to 
cut that euxiliary fund of twenty déllees ® month for the said teacher on 
gome ground or other! I have reasons to suppose he did. But whet I can*t un- 
derstend,-if it’s reelly the fact,-is that the Deprrtment should have cut 
that cuxilisry,yfund, right in the middle of a school year and without giving 
any notice to Sister Superior of the Convent... A few yeers ago,in 1932, 
Sister Wearie du Carmel,then Superior of Bersimis Convent school,had requested 
thet » grant of two hundred dollars be provided towards the selary of «# third 
teacher at the Bersimis Indien School;and the seié sum was erented and paid 
until last Senuary;but°that was only pert of the teacher's ealary;the other 
part be nid by the few White families living on the Reserve. At the time 
the said granted, there were three students in the said cless whose mother 
was ® squaw;two of those students sre still going to thet same class. Moreover 
it was also supposed thet the Department had granted the seid fund on the 
ground thet in the future insterd of sending Bersimie Indian pupils to convent 
schools in Rimonski,live it was already done in the past,those pupils could 
join that third clase if they kept on going to school long enough to reach the 
higher divisions,at least the fith and sixth Grade. But so far none of them,ex- 
cept the helf-breed students above mentioned, have been able to go further then 
the third Grade;when they reach there, they generelly quit school..... 

Nevertheless I beg the Department to continue in the future to pay that 
third teacher the usual auxiliary fund of twenty dollers »® month. Otherwise, 
as the White families are very few on the Reserve and some of them not very 
rich and thus can’t very well afford to pay ® teacher's total selery,we*ll 
have to close that third class;and probably send the sister,tencher of the 
said cless,back to Chicoutimi,rand distribute #11 the white pupils!twenty-six 
in all.if I am not mistaken)between the other two classes,live it used to be 
before that third class was opened ;but let me tell you,the two classes will 
goon be crowded,on account of the white students being three or four times 
more numerous now then in the past yeers before 1932.

we were surprised to receive your letter of the 

13th ultimo, and, in reply, I must say that there is a 
classroom for French-Canadian children, 19 in number, and 
who are in the 9th gerade. They are the children of your 
employees living on the Reserve. This class is maintained 
by the parents who must pay $1.00 per child every three 
months. This amount is used to pay the teacher's salary, 
and it is very small, the missionary, who is also the 
school inspector, takes it upon himself to secure the 
balance from charitable people, which is not very easy. 

> contribution is made by the Department of Hducation of 
the province. 


In regard to the amount of coal used by our 
school, this is due to the fact that the building is very 
cold, the openings are very drafty. If this room was not 
used for white children, it would have to be heated just 
the same, and it would be impossible to leave it unused. 
The parents of these children are unable to pay even a 
small share of the cost of fuel. 


Heating is carefully done and with the ereatest 
possible conomy. I suppose that the whole amount sp@mt 
is not charged to our school, for, as you are aware, the 
fuel is used for three houses.

She says that she could not decide before being informed on

I.-Shall the class for white children be kept open all the 
academic year long or a period of four months only ? 
Although this has nothing to do with the Indian class, 

I have replied that,as the building was not to be heated, 
the possibility of keeping this class open could not be 
questioned. 

2.-In case of an engagement for a period of four months, in 
194I,is any compensation for trips,etc,to be expected 
from the Department ? 

To this I replied that I was in no way prepared to make 
such a promise. 


As I am anticipatéfig an endless correspondence about this 
question,I beg to suggest that nothing be done now towards 

an engagement of teachers for the projected seasonal school 

at Bersimis.As I am to make a trip to Escoumains shortly to 
hold an election for a chief,I might with your permission 
inquire about getting the services of\Les Soeurs Franciscaines, 
who are doing good work at Escoumains.Tne fact for this Order 
to belong to the county of Saguenay would render the communic- 
ations easier and less expensive.The teachers of this Order 
have an excellent reputation.

My Dear Colleague, 


I am just informed by His “xcellency 
Bishop N.A.Labrie, Apostolic Vicar of the Gulf of 
St.Lawrence, that the Devartment of “ndian Affairs 
had decided to close the school of the Betsiamites 
Indian Reserve during the winter season on the plea 
of economy. 


I do not know if this matter of 
economy is the real reason for the decision, but I 
wish to protest energetically against any attempt 
on the part of the authorities of the VYepartment 
to limit to the summer season the educational means 
for the inhabitants of that locality. 


The white people of the reserve 
will be greatly affected by this action, and I may 
add that even Indians will suffer very much, I 
perfectly understand that they cannot all attend 
the school in winter, but on the other hand the 
number who is taking advantage is large eno'gh to 
warrant the complete maintenance of this school 
during the whole school year. 


You will agree with me that 
there should be more seriovs circumstances than 
those we are suffering just now to deprive in auch 
a@ way these people from the educational means they 
are enjoying. 


I wovld ask you therefore, to give 
your personal attention to this important matter and 
I know that you will not allow this decision to be 
carried ovt, especially during a time when the most 
peffect harmony and complete co-operation are so needed.

I am in receipt of Mr. Pratt's memorandum 
enclosing letter received by the Minister from the 
Honourable Mir. Cesgrain, Secretary of “State, with 
reference to the closing of the hersimis Indian 
Day Sehool. 


In this connection [ would refer you to my 
memorandum of May 135 last recommending the closing 
of this school on June 30, 1940, and its operation 
ae @ seasonel school during 1941. This action was 
approved by the Minister. 


The reasons for recommending closing this school 
were conteined in the memorandum mentioned above and 
I am still of the opinion thet the action teken will 
not adversely affect the Indians and at the same time 
e@ considerable saving will be effected. 


Mir. Casgrain's statenent that the white people 
will be greatly affected no doubt refers to the use 
made by the white people of one of the rooms in the 
Bersimis School. This is a very large building and 
it was brought to our attention thet one of the 
rooms not required for Indian children was being 
used as a white school. On making inquiries it was 
founé that without receiving any authority from this 
Branch the Reverend Sisters in charge of this school 
hed, at the request of 4 number of white people, 
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opened a room for white children only. Those 
attending this white school were:

The parents of the white children paid the selery 
of the teacher but they were using a room in our sehool 
without making eny allowanee for heating it. ‘The closing 
ef the school will, of course, necessitate the white 
people making other arrangements but the education of 
these white children is not the responsibility of this 
Department. 


Before preparing a draft reply to Mr. Casgrain I 
thought it advisable to plece the above information 
before you.

Dear Sir,- 


With further reference to securing teachers for 
a seasonal school at Bersimis,in I1941,1 beg to inform you 
that I have not as yet obtained ao definite answer from 
Les Soeurs du Bon Conseil,of Chicoutimi,about their terms. 


In spite of the school being closed the building, 
nevertheless,has to be heated on account of the lighting 
plant being imstalled in this building to prevent the 
batteries from freezing.Moreover,the hospital building gets 
its supply of water through a pump also installed in the 
school building.To keep the school building wmheated would 
require a change in the installation of the lighting system 
and the water pump which could be done only at great expense. 
I,therefore,beg to suggest that the Department recon sider 
its decision and that the school reopen October Ist next 
until the end of June,194I- 


I am pretty sure to be able to get two teachers 
for a total amount of $700.00 for an academic year of nine 
months,thus saving $400.00 per ennum,which would make up 
for the expense of the coal and wood. 


It would be a very regrettable md sad thing 
to deprive the young Indians of the elementary principles 
of education;no effort,1I believe,should be spared towards 
favouring the Indims with this privilege. 


I beg to request that the school be kept open 
for nine months to begin October Ist,this fall,and that I 
be authorized to get two teachers at the above terms.

Dear Sir: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
16th instent in which you submit, for Departmental 
consideration, additional information in respect to 
the heating of the Bersimis Indian Day School. 


In view of the correspondence that has already 
taken place in respect to the operation of this school 
I feel that I should explain to you more fully just 
why it was decided to operate this sehool only during 
the summer months. About two years ago a requisition 
was sent forward to the office of the Minister for 
35 tons of anthrecite coal and 15 cords of bireh wood 
for the heating of this school. The Chief Executive 
Assistant asked for the enrolment at that date and 
learned that the group of pupils in attendance was 
comparatively small -- so small that they could be 
accommodated in two ordinary cless rooms. He ex- 
pressed the opinion at that time that the heating 
costs were out of ail proportion to the actual enrol- 
ment and passed the requisition on the understanding 
that additional information would be secured with 
respect to the school, the heating of the building 
and the general operation of the school itself. 

When this information was finally secured it was 
decided to operate the school only during the summer 
months and you were notified to this effect. 


I may state that no provision has been made in 
the estimates of this year for the heating of the 
Bersimis School. In view of this fact it is simply a 
waste of time for you to communicate with the Department

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asking that the matter be reconsidered. I am anxious, 
therefore, that you should take immediate steps to 
make provision for the care of the batteries now at 
the school. Would it be possible to have these 
batteries dismantled and stored in a building other 
than the school? I am anxious to know, also, if it 

is necessary to keep the water tank in operation 
simply to supply the hospital. Mr. Thibault, with 
whom I heave discussed this matter, suggests that it 
might be possible to release the water now in the 

tank and to have a small Quebec heater instelled for 
the purpose of heating the room for the batteries. 

If this could be arranged at comparatively little 

cost it would enable the lighting system to remain in 
operation and thus enable the hospital end the Agent's 
house to have the use of the lighting plant. 


You might, in your reply, let me know if it 
is the intention of the white residents of the district 
to use the particular room in the school building that 
they have been making use of in recent years. if it is 
their intention to use this room some arrangement might 
be entered into with them whereby they would pay the 
heating costs.

I beg to acknowledge receipt eof your letter of 
the 20th instant in respect to the heating of the Bersimis 
Indian Day School and to state,in reply,tnat to install a 
Quebec or any other heater in the room containing the 
batteries cannot be questioned on account of the motor 
being operated with gasoline; the geatest care in the 
manipulation would not avoid the flame of any fire to 
come into contact with gas fumes and thie would certainly 
be liable to cause explosion. 


I am confident,though,that with a special and 
constant attention in view to always keeping the batteries 
in a charged condition and the electrolyte at a specific 
gravity of around 1,230 I can arrange as to prevent the 
batteries from freezing. so 


As to the tank installed in the school buildirgs, 
I could do without it by installjng a forcing pump in the 
hospital building and connectin ith the pipe running 
from the well;the X¥K¥sEX lining of the tank in the hospital 
building has to be repaired as it is leaking.This new 
installation would incur an expenditure of about $35.00 
including labour and material. I,therefore,beg to request 
that I be authorized to make that change.

Unknown Tragedy 
Unknown by most people, in any case. 


The matter has to do with the lot of the Indians 
of Betsiamites, on the North Shore. And it is a contributor 
to the Progres du Saguenay, of Chicoutimi, who reveals 
to us, in a quite recent travel narrative, this sad 
adventure. 


It is painful, he states (PROGRES of September 4) 
to note the miserable condition of the Indian village of 
Betsiamites, and it is all the more painful since everything 
is still redolent of the prosperity that reigned there a 
few years ago. Spacious and trim houses in design, but in 
a state of delapidation, some closed, others bearing the 
scars of age and the lack of upkeep; sidewalks half-rotted; 
fallen or shaky fences, flower-beds in a state of abandon, 
where a few flowers still stubbornly survive amidst weeds 
and undergrowth. Even the public buildings ear the imprint 
of this increasing decrepitude. The presbytery reminds one 
of a kind of prince in tatters whose former splendor only 
survives in its appearance and the cordial hospitality and 
cleanliness of its interior. The hospital is pitiful to see. 
The Indian school, though of recent construction, suffers 
from the want of needed repairs and would be a ruin were it 
not for the wonders worked in the care the sisters of the 
Bon-Conseil know how to bestow upon it. 


This misery is reflected too in the dress and 
demeanor of the Indians. Twenty years ago, we are told, 
the P apinachois, of Betsiamits, constituted the smartest 
portion of the Eastern Indian tribes. Vigorous and proud, 
with an unfailing good humour, owming a hunting territory that 
yielded up to $500,000 and even $600,000 in furs, they were 
prosperous on all counts and it showed. That accounts for 
the luxurious residences that look pitiful now, that food 
taste and that carriage which one still finds amongst them 
in spite of their present poverty. It seems that these poor 
Indians are virtually dying of hunger. Their country 
devastated by intruding hunters who have been invading it for 
the past twenty years, now only yields from $30,900 to 
$35,000 in pelts; and the scanty allowance the government 
gives them is insufficient to sustain them properly. Able- 
bodted hunters are capable of getting along by their own 
means, but the others, the resident families especiall, 
have nothing to keep the wolf away from the door. As a 
matter of fact, their pop lation is diminishing at an 
alarming rate; and it is 4 great pity, for Canada has more 
reasons than one to wish for the preservation and prosperity 
of this fine and interesting tribe which feeds an 
important commercial enterprise. 


The contributor to the PROGRES states that the 
people are befzinning to entertain some hope in this

monsignor Labrie, apostolic vicar of the region and 
former missionary at Betsiamits, will secure good 
results.

(it is the Dominion Government) has just decided as a 
matter of fact, "on account of the war", that their school 
will be closed as from September 15 and will only operate 
during the four summer months. Here are the children of 
a whole population deprived of schooling, the development 
of a whole generation sacrificed, for a petty saving. It 
is extremely unfortunate". 


It is extremely unfortunate, and this decision 
takes on the complexion of a sinis’er c micality when one 
remembers that the government finds at the same time the 
means of paying for a publicity that tells the whole 
country that Miss X chews gum, but does it elegantly, 
that her day's work done, she returns to her boarding-house 
and takes a bath, that she has no fellow in Toronto because 
the man of her dreams is a policeman in Montreal. (All 
that, as the Survivance, of Edmonton, recalled it, was 
forwarded to the newspapers, for publication, by the 
Federal Information Bureau. 


Frankly, there are a certain number of Canadians 
who, in order that the little Indian children of 
Betsiamits should have regular classes, would willingly 
agree to be for ever deprived of the precious information 
on the ways and customs and the sentimental preferences 
of Miss X.

My dear Colleague: 


On July 3lst of last year I wrote you 
in reference to the closing, during the winter months, 
of the Bersimis Indian School. 


In your reply of August 15, 1940, 
you informed me that due to the necessity of making 
reductions in the estimates of your Department it 
was thought that a substantial saving could be effected 
if this school were open only on a four month basis. 


At that particular time, I made 
known to all persons concerned the decision you had 
taken. A few days ago, while reading the daily news- 
paper "Le Devoir", of September 8, my attention was 
drawn to an article written by a person who has acquainted 
himself with the existing situation at Betsiamites and 
who expresses his surpsise thet the authorities res- 
ponsible for the administration of Indian Affairs are 
altogether overlooking the welfare of the Indian people 
at that particular reserve. 


I enclose herevith, for your perusal, 
a translated copy of this article and T would 


@ preciate it very nuch 41f you would let me have 
the benefit of your comments on same.

The Peribonca Beaver and Fur Preserve covers an area 
of 10,000 square miles, of which slightly more than half is 
on hunting lands of Bersimis Indians, who will benefit greatly 
when it comes into production. 


This must be "the steps taken by Monsignor Labrie" who 
was creatly instrumental in having the preserve set aside for 
the Indians. The money expended, however, and the manacement 
comes from our Branch. 


Figures cuoted for former fur production (#5°9,999 per 
year) applies only to a few years when the Indians killed off 
nearly all the fur-bearers on their hunting grounds because of 
white encroachment and no records will show a sustained yield 
of anything more than 1/10 of that figure. 


The cuoted figure, 35,990, for present production of 
furs amounts to $3550.00 per year for each married man, which for 
@ person who has no rent to pay, no meat or fish or fuel to buy 
removes him from any danger of starvation.

Indians from an educational standpoint have heen 
carefully an¢é sympathetically reviewed from time 
to time by the officials of the Indian Affaire 
Branch who, a8 vou kno", work in close co- >perstion 
with the ofurch authorities. I em personally disposed 
to think that ve have not yet succerdor in the prever- 
ation of a course of study adopted to the neccs of 
these comparatively primitive eople. The Department 
has been subjected, and is sti'l being subjectec, to 
a great Cesl of critictam for the volicy that aims 
at keeping the children of huntinaz and trac>ing 
Indians in Indian day or residentinl schools from 
the time they are G until they are 16 yerrs old. 
This long sojourn in school, *e sre assured by the 
eritics, results in renterinc the Indian youth almost 
useless az a guide or tra »per. It has been recommended 
from time to time that children be sent to school 
during the summer months for « perio“ of three or four

The operation of the "ersimis Indian Pay

Sehool was curefully reviewed by the officials of the 


Department, following the receipt of a report from 
Inspector Jude Thibault, dated October 13, 192°. The 
Persimis Sehool had at thet time an enrolwent of 
a-proximetely 67 pupils. It was noted by the officials 
that 409 tons of coal, purchased at the rate of 417. 9 
per ton, were necessary to heat the school building. 
This hesting cost a»peered to be, and still appears 

to be, out of atl proportion to the cost usually borne 
by the Depertment for hesting Indian day schools. It 
was noted, also, thet the ettendance shored «a ¢rastic 
reduction during the ~inter months end that this re- 
duction was dwe wholly to the departure of a larze 
number of Indian pupils ho seccompantec their parents 
to the hunting grounds. e id not feel that ve vere 
justified, in « perioc as eriticsl as tre one in “hich 
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we fin’ ourselves, in keeping this school in operation 
during the winter months, in view of the ettendance 
and th emount of fuel necessery to xeep the bvilding 
heated. This decision does not ween, however, that 
it is our intention to operate the Fersinis School 

on @ 4 months basis indefinitely. The edventionsl 
needs of the ‘ndian sopulstion w'11 come under revie 
from time t time, né if it is considered econonics!ly 
sound to undert:\;re the reconstruction of the building 
in a manner that would reduce hernting costs, there is 
no reason why te sehool term shoul not be gredually 
extendet, vroviced the attendance from ye r to yeur 
justifies such extension. 


I have been informed thet the Inspector 
of Indian Agencies for the Province of ©Cvebec »il! 
visit Bersimis anéd underts*e a thorough inspection of 
conditions st the agency, early in Sctober. It is 
scarcely necessary to add that inmwediately following 
the receipt of the Inspector's report, the educational 
and other needs of the Indien population rill cexsin 
be very carefully and very sympothetien ly revtewe4.

Extract from Inspector Thibault's report on 
the Bersimis Agency dated October 31, 1941. 


The Agent had quite a time deciding the 
Sisters to go away after the school term, 4s 
at least one or two of them insisted on 
occupying the building, as they used to do in 
years previous to the change to a short term 
course; however when they were told that the 
Department would not heat the building during 
the winter, they decided to go. I believe it 
was a good economy to cut down the school term 
to four months. If the Sisters are not 
interested in short school term, they could 
be replaced by lay teachers. I have learned 
confidentially of certain things that happened 
at the school, which I do not care to mention 
in details, and it might be advisable to have 
a change in one or two of the past staff.

Memorandum for fyile: 


Rt. Rev. Napoleon Labrie, Vicar Apostolic of 
the Gulf of St. Laurence, interviewed Mr. Hoey and myself 
this morning with reference to the Bersimis Indian Day 
Sehool. The —s pointed out thet e number of the Indian 
families at Bersimis do not go trapping in the winter and, 
as a result, there are 30 or 40 children of school age who 
are not receiving any training. Consequently he strongly 
urged that arrangements be made to re-open the Bersimis 
School for the full academic period each year. 


Mr. Hoey pointed out to the Bishop the 
reasons for only operating a summer school. One of the 
very heavy expenditures was the purchase of coal. 


after discussing the matter fully it was 
decided to have Mr. Dube, a contractor of Rimouski, make 
an estimate of the cost of insulating the present Bersimis 
School in order to conserve the heat and explore the 
possibility of cutting off part of the building for 
winter use. This would naturally involve less heating. 
The Bishop expects that Mr. Dube will be at Bersimis in 
either april or May and Mr. Hoey promised the Bishop thet 
at that time Inspector Thibault would also go to Bersimis 
and be with Mr. Dube when he is preparing his estimate of 
ben could be done to make the building habitable for the 
winter. 


The Bishop also suggested that the Indians 
should be msde responsible for supplying the wood required 
for heating the building and Mr. Thibault will be instructed 
to interview them with regard to this matter.

I had spoken to you about it 
last year in my lest correspondence 2nd I told you that I 
would bring the matter up again.

Repairs have been made during the course of the 
summer. They are not as complete as we would have iesired 
but nevertheless they should constitute a considerable saving 
in fuel economy. Unfortunately this school remained closed 
al} Winter. 


Reverend Father Sirois, mi ‘ ry at Betsiamites, 
reports to me that this winter there ren the reservation 
15 boys and 14 girls of school age. In this province we main- 
tain a school in operation for 8 and sometimes children. T 
do not see why the Dept. of Indian Affairs would not give the 
same care to children who are under its protection. 


You might tell me that their brothers who accom- 
pany the parents when they go hunting have no school. But the 
living conditions are not the same. Those who are in the bush 
forcibly cannot have any school, but they do not have the same 
occasions of spoiling their education. They are alone with 
their parents and it is a fact that the Indian parents in bush 

look after their children. They even teach them to read 

the rudiments of religion. In the village, unfortunately, 

vive them less care and the liberty enjoyed by those 
children often turns to vagrancy- With the facilities of 
meeting strangers and therefore being corrupted those children 
do not constitute a moral and intellectual contribution for 
the reservation, but rather they are agents of corruption for 
the others when they come back from the forest. 


With a good school which would be permanently 
open, those children would get better formation and a few 
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among them would get a chance of having a happy influence 
on their fellow-citizens. 


We recognize the successful efforts of your 
department in the huntin field. But we will not eternally 
count on hunting to support our Indians, at least not all. 
The coming industrielization of the region will give them 
new outlets. Would it not be proper to use vision and to 
give, by way of schools, our young girls a domestic economy 
formation and our boys a preparation at an industrial school. 
Those things are not impossible even for our Indians and I 
think that your administration must be interested in them 
as part of the solicitude which you wish to show those Indians. 
But I affirm particularly that without the school we will 
not obtain the standard of morality which we also wish and 
which honours all races. 


Consequently, Honourable Minister, I insist 
with all my strength upon the fact that the nuns who will 
come back in the Spring, remain at their post all through the 
coming winter and all the following ones. One nun will be 
sufficient for the few children who will be at Betsiamites. 


We are not making this request for the children 
of French nationality. If there is the need of another nun 
for them, we shall pay her and she will teach school in 
another place, if you so desire. But it is simply the 
future (or lot) of our Indians which prompts us to address 
ourselves to you with confidence. 


Hoping, honourable Sir, that my request will 
be received with all the kindness which was shown me last 
year, when I had the honour of being introduced to you, 

I assure you of my gratefulness and my sincere devotion.

The condition of the teacher's residence 
did not prove to be as serious as anticipsted. On 
checking the main line of the sewage system, I found 
it to be clear of any serious obstruction, The trouble 
was in the building itself. The piping from the 
kitchen sink was not properly installed. There are no 
clesen out traps installed anywhere. I had the 
Campbellton plumber, Mr. Walsh, inspect this sgstem 
and I authorized him to proceed ith the necessary changes. 


I then proceeded t Bers imis. 


Having completed the work on the North 
shore, I returned to Restigouche to check the completed 
work. I found the work done according to directions 
fivene If trouble shovld arise «gain, the clesn outs 
will permit the plumber to remedy it quickly by meons 
of seware rods. 


The flcoding water in the sewing room is 
due to surface water. The road is higher than the school, 
forming a dam. The condition could hive been temporerily 
remedied by me ns of a small ditch draining into the 
adjoining yard. Steps have been taken to heve this 
defect permanently remedied, The school y: rd ill be 
érained through the existing sewer system. This work 
is not yet completed as no mon who could do that type 
of work was available at the time. 1 had an interview 
with Mr. Beaulieu who will do the work at his earliest 
convenience. It is a matter of connecting a pipe from 
@ sm 11 reservoir (2'x2' x 2') to the present sewrge 
system. 


BERS INIS 


I have made a complete study of the 
educationel facilities at Bersimis. Approximately 
2/3 of the pupils go trapring d@uring the season with 
their parents. If the school term were from September 
ist to June S3lst the majority of the children would not 
be able to attend school. I would recommend that the 
school term be from March lst to November 15th. This 
would permit the pupils who remain at Bersimis during 
the yeat to have nine months of school and also permit 
those ho leseve to trap to attend during their stay t 
Bersimis. 


Organized games should be an integratcd 
part of school work not only to improve the health of 
the children but also to teach them co-oper: tion. 
Moreover, met 411 meke school more attractive and 
will tend to increase the attendance. 
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Very little change will be necessary to 
the heating system. The heating coils in the auditorium 
should be disconnected, instructions were left with the 
Acting Indian Agent to do this. I wovld r commend th: t 
birch be used as fuel as mech as possible, as it is quite 
Plentiful on the north shore and the price, 1 feel, 
would be quite reason: dle. This covld be sup lemnted 
with a few tons of co:1 for the coldest periods. This, 
I believe, would reduce the cost of heating this school. 


I was somewhat disappointed that Reverend 
Father Sirois of Bersimis was away on his missions. 
However, on Saturdsy, July lst, I met His Lordship Bishop 
LeBrie in \uebec city. I explained to him that we were 
reedy to introduce a nine month period starting on March 
1 and to conclude Bbout the middle of November. He 
readily saw the purpose of this arranges nt and expressed 
his satisfaction. 


I expisined to His Lordship the Department's 
integrsted programme of study. le was agreeably surprised, 
Me did not imegine that the Dep rtment had evolved such a 
splendi training for the Indians. I informed him that 
the Depertment was ready to introduce :dult education suc} 
es, sewing clubs, provided the teaching personnel were 
ouslified to conduct this type of work. Material and 
incidentals would be suprlied by the Dep: rtment. 11 the 
Dev artment asks in return is reason ble results in 
education and raining. Bishop LaBrie expressed the wish 
that I get in touch with the Mother Superior of the 
"Soeurs du Bon Conseil" +t Chicoutimi, He wishes to 
receive all our literature on eduction. 1 believe, His 
Lordshiy was quite pleased with the proposed solution of 
the Bersimis problem, 


At Chicoutimi, I interviewed the Mother 
Superior of the “Soeurs du Bon Conseil" and I discu: sed 
with her very frankly the difficulties at Bersimis. She 
expressed the opinion that a great deal of the difficulties 
were due to misunderstand ing. I suggested that she visit 
Bersimis and make oa thorough study of the conditions «t 
the school. The Dep rtm nt, I explained, is not looking 
for perfection, but is only seeking improvement from yeer 
to yeer. She will visit Bersimis in September. I 
explained to her that the Dep rtm nt wes prep red to 
incresse the teaching facilities at Bersimis and was 
prepered to introduce term from Merch list to the end 
of Novemb ©. Before iving me a definite answer to this 
proposition the Superior wished to consult her advisors. 
She will notify us as to her decision in the ne:r future.

At the terminetion of our school year, I heave pleasure in 
giving you herewith en account of our activities. 


after having studied together the explanetions received 
regerding your teaching system, Sister began with the older ones on the 
llth of July. At first the children were ewkwerd, but the fun 
of cutting out end drewing put them to work with e will. We find the 
results very satisfectory- They now know the nemes of ea number of thinge 
that they have cut out or drawn, they can read them and write them, 
compose sentences or make pictures illustreting such sentences. They 
heve done some building, in cardbosrd; have organized @ generel store, 
which would make you smile; before leaving each one will construct @ 
crib for Christmas. And, something we heve never been sable to achieve: 
we have prepared a little party for the Perish Priest, et which all the 
pupils speek French. 


I aid not start with the tiny tots until September, after + 
the greatermmber had left. Nevertheless, they heve hed time to learn 
about thirty nemes which they cen read on the blackboard and even write 
from dictation; they are elready very much interested in drawing. I 
bought some sets of letters for word-building and teaching them print. 


At present we heve 51 pupils enrolled, who will spend the 
winter here. Our classrooms sre very comfortable, as regards tempereture, 
especially since I hed latches put on the outside of the windows. I 
believe thet the expenditure for coal will be cut in half. 


We shall be soon going on vacetion and shell spend all our 
time in working out better methods. We are anxious to telk this over 
with you before making any definite changes. We should like very much 
to heve a copy of the books of which you heve already spoken to us- 

Even though they were in English, we would thoroughly study your system 
and could even prepare many useful thinge for next year. 


Thet is ell for the children; but we shall not neglect the 
mothers, since it is your wish thet we see to them. We shell spend our 
vacation et household science schools run by our Sisters, where we shell . 
ecquire anything thet would seem useful. Along with sewing, we thought thet 
spinning would interest them very much. It is feirly difficult for them to 
get wool and they pay & high price for it. We could buy carded wool and 
they could spin it themselves. Perheps they would like weeving very much, 
but many things are needed for thet, so I leave it to your discretion. 


Indian Affairs. 
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You mentioned sewing-mechines. Will it be necessary to make 
epplication to the Department or will you look efter getting us some 
yourself? Likewise in the matter of things useful for the pupils. As 
requisitions are not sent in till May and we begin in Merch, whet oucht 
we to do’ This is one of the reasons why I should like you to visit us 
at the beginning of our school year. 


The Reverend Father Sirois expressed himself as much delighted 
with the interview he hed with you. I am gled of it, for, in spite of all 
thet we told him, he had his misgivings. It is homesickness ... as you seid 
when you were here, but this long letter will prove thet I em cured.

The Bersimis school will open on the first 
ef March. On this occasion, the Principal of the school 
has drawn my attention to the conditions at this school 
and I thought that it was my duty to let you know the 
situation which I have verified personally. 


The classroom supplies for which a requisition 
was sent last September have not arrived. We will, 


however, try our best to get along for some time with what 
pe remains from last year; but this will not suffice and will 


last only a short time; it would be necessary for the 
P laatertal requisitioned to arrive soon if education is not 


\n 
\ 
to suffer. 


Exterior and interior repairs of a serious 
nature should be done to the building. 


The water system in the rooms has been out of 
order for the last five years. Water has to be transported 
in pails in order that the toilets may be used. Mr. Blouin 
and his predecesssor were notified of this condition but 
have done nothing to remedy it. 


The plaster from the walls has fallen from a 
dozen places; the laths are now exposed. In several places 
the plaster has cracked and threatens to fall. 


ince about twenty years the floors have not been 
repainted nor have the desks been revarnished. 
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At the exterior the humidity and the cold have 
destroyed the mortar which is falling from between the 
bricks of the chimney, and even the wa'’ls. The chimney 
could become dangerous if it is not repaired soon, It 
will be necessary to repo'nt the joints at several places. 


The wood of the porch is also rotten and should 
be renewed. 


I am sorry to send in these complaints as I know 
that you are very busy, but as you are soon to give us a 
new Agent, I thought that I ought to bring this situation 
to your attention in order to facilitate the work of this 
Agent and also that it will enable you to bring about 
a& prompt remedy.

Honorable Sir, 


During the middle of May, I hed occasion to visit Ottewa and 
interview the Director of the Branch of Indian Affairs, regerding the 
education and welfare of the Indians of Bersimis and Seven Islands, who 
have been confided to the missionary care of the Revereni Oblete Fathers 
by his Excellency Mer Labrie, of Havre St-Pierre, P.Q. 


I pointed out to Mr. Hoey that the Indians of Seven Islands 
hed no school facilities whatsoever and that their number was close to 700. 
I further remarked that although there is ae seasonal school for the Indians 
of Bersimis, only 53 of them are enrolled. The Indians of thie letter reserve 
are trappers and loggers end living the year round, except for « very short 
time during the summer, away from the Bersimis village and therefore the 
school. 


The only method, in my estimation, of educating these children 
would be the residential school and I have written to Mr. Hoey in thet sense. 
I do hope, dear Sir, that when this question is placed before you for your 
consideration, you will act favourably upon it. Mey I mention that the 
Indians of Quebec have been very sedly neglected in matters of education, 
by the Department and that you will wish, I heve no doubt, to correct the 
situation. It is rather sed to have to admit that over two-thirds of the 
Indians of thet province ere without education facilities. 


I, therefore, hope that this matter will receive your serious 
attention and favourable consideration.

It is the intention of Reverend Father Paul 
Langlois, superior and director of the Bersimis Indian 
Mission, on the Bersimis Reservation, to adopt the ten 
month teaching period, for the Indian school. It is also 
his ambition to bring this school up to the highest 
standard possible, under existing conditions. 


Would it not be possible to pay the principal 
and her assistant, the ordinary salaries of the Inaian 
Department?

Dear Mr. Doucet, 


I acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
July 12 last, for which I thank you. I could not reply 
sooner because I was expecting a second reply from His 
Excellency Mer Labrie, which reached me Friday last only. 


I learned, last Friday, that Hys Excellency 
was at Baie Comeau and was to leave the next morning; I 
therefore took a taxi to go to interview him. He had first 
answered by telegram that he had accepted the changes 
proposed in my preceding letter, but as ee did not propose 
the changes suggested by you, I tried to communicate with 
him agein by telegram in order to be assured of his new 
acceptance although I was led to believe that he was not 
to change his mind and that he would abide by his decision. 


He is well pleased with the last change, 
that is that the pupils be granted two months holidays, 
from August 15 to October 15, as we had decided,and every- 
body is satisfied . It is therefore understood thet the 
children will leave for their vacation on August 15 next. 
This will allow them to go picking blueber without 
being absent from school. 


I thank you for the investigation you have 
made in order to get a toilet box. We shall wait. 


You hed promiseed to send us a gun to fill 
the joints between the bricks and around the windows where 
it is needed, as well as five or six gallons of gray cement. 
We have received nothing yet; was it lost or forgotten? 

It would be too bad if the joints were not filled now 
because this work would mean saving of coal next Winter. 
The twenty-five tons of coal have not yet arrived. 


We will have pé@$fiemea the plumbing work 
requested, next month; our man is alone presently.

We must teke for granted that conditions 
of life have changed for Indians as well as for other people. 
We must therefore try to prepsre them by education for wore 
radical changes in the future thet would upset all their moral 
and physical life if they sere not prepared. 


Knowing how deep is your sence of 
responsibilities I remain confident that you will not fail to 
have this important question investigated thoroughly.

The Indian day school was reopened on October 
15th.1947 as scheduled. The number of children attending 
the school is at present 81 but should reach about 100 in 
a few days as some families that were away for the last 
two months will be back to the village for the winter. 

I have been told that last year there was only 
two Teachers but I really think they need a third one and 
I do not know who authorises that, but I remember last July 
when Mr.Doucet the Inspector for the Education was down the 
Coast, he was supposed to go to Chicoutimi to make the nec- 
essary arrangments to have another Teacher and I never heard 
anymore about it, although I was under the impression that 
the extra one would be teaching the Canadian children. 

I am also enclosing a Requisition sent from this 
Office on September 10th. and a letter from Mr.Philip Phelan 
for your information. We would need that Teacher's Desk and 
Chair if shipment can be made now. 

There was also a Purchase Order No.20176 issued 
on June 3rd. last for 72 single Chair Desks from St.Vincent 
de Paul Penitentiary, Que. but have not yet been received 
and if they do not come, we have no desks for the other 
children coming soon.

We have your letter of the 14th instant 
supresting that the opening and closing dates of the Bersimis 
Indian Day School should be changed to conform with the dates 
in effect at Provincial White schools. 


The dates on which the school has opened 
and closed in recent years were settied after considerable 
discussion and I believe Mr. Doucet visited the Agency and 
he also decided that the dates on which we have been operating 
were most satisfactory for all parties concerned. 


I have reviewed the reports submitted by 
the Principal of the school regarding the enrolment and averare 
attendance and it i found that the enrolment in July of 1948 
was 121 and the average attendance 120. In only one other 
month did the enrolment and average attendance reach these 
particular figures. You mirht also note the following ‘Tirures:

February 1949 72 


It is evident from these firures that the 
enrolment and average attendance differs considerably from the 
id-winter months. 


I think you should give the matter more 
careful consideration and if you have not already done so, I 
suggest that you consult the Sisters and the local wissionary 
and write to us again.

Memorandum: 


Mr.Scott: SCHOOL: BERSINIS RESERVE. 


The present school building: on the Bersimis 
Reserve is the progres of the R.C.Mission although 
the Department ve provided school furniture and 
paid for the cost of certain interior alterations. 


In company with Inspector Parker and Indian 
Agent Bosse I made a visit to the school and went 
carefully over the whole building. 


The building has a cubic foot capacity of 
4000 cu.ft.or sufficient for 16 pupils whereas Ynere 
are 103 children of school age on the Reserve c5 of 
whom were on the regular school roll curing the’ summer 
quarter of last year. 


I submit that in justice to the Indians,if 
the requirements of education are to be met,a school 
should be provided for the accomodation of at least 
90 children having a cubic ongectty of at least 
52.000 cu.feet.This would entail the construction of 
a building 00 ft X 35 ft. divided into two class-rooms 
of 11.000 cu.ft.capacity each. 


In company with the priest in charge of the 
mission,Inspector Parker and the Indian Agent we . 
tentatively looked over the ground for a suitable site 
and agreed that an excellent situation would be just 
west of the present school building, where there is not 
only ample space for the new schoo building itself, 
but also desirable large space for a playground, 


I would estimate the cost of such school 
after preliminary discussion with Mr.Qgilvie at 
$15,000 and if this amount is to be expended from the 
capital of the Indians,their consent will have to be 
secured. 


I would suggest that as all the Indians will 
be at the Reserve on Rugust 13th.to receive their 

10% distribution of the bonus from sale of timber, het 
the question be submitted to them at that time,and. 

that in the meantime tentative plans for the sudlcing 

be submitted so that the Department may be in a pees ion 
to at least conmence foundation and exterior wor 

during, the present year.

_.I would suggest that the cost of construction 
will be appreciably lessened if the contract is 
let this year,as a building contractor is on the 
Reserve there now with all the necessary equipment 
and men and that if the type of construction is 
brick,the building would be more permanent, fire- 
proof and almost as cheap as lumber.

A renuest has been mace eeveral times by 
the Indian Agent, Dr. F.X. Bosse, for certain repairs 
urgently needed at the BPersimis echool on the Persimis 
Indian Reserve, without any definite action being taken. 
The Sisters in charge are writing today asking that they 
be authorized to attend to these repairs themselves, which 
consists in 


lst. The replacing of the water tank supply- 
ing water to the furnace. 


2nd. The replacing of the furnace grate which 
is broken. 


The coal which has been ordered has not 
been delivered end it ie stated that the boat las 
one more trip to make to FPetsisnites, consequently 
Department will have to make the necessary arrar Ze 
+o Yave the coal delivered when the boat makes its 
trip. The Sisters also complain that the water puny 
which was borrowed by the Missionary last sumrer to 
assist him in the construction of the church has not 
been returned, although a request was made to Father 
Priere tc attend to this matter early in September. 


In view of the urgent need of water for this 
school and the absence of an Indian Agent on that re- 
serve, I would suggest that the Sisters! request be 
grarted, and that a new pump be purchased to replace 
the broken one, otherwise the class-rooms will have to 
be closed when the cold season sets in. 

The Department could take the necessary action to have 
the cost of this pump refunded by the Missionary through

I submit a blue print photograph of the present building 
and a blue print plan showing front view,side view, ground 
floor,second floor and basement.I secured this plan from 
the office records of the agent and this will doubtless be 
of material assistance in déciding as to the requisite 
Lalterations. 

With regard to the question of providine the necessary 
funds for the two buildings as asked for by the Indians,I 
may point out that in 1919 the “inister sgproved of the 
expenditure for these purposes,and I would therefore suggest 
that the necessary Order in Council be secured so as to 
enable work to be commenced early next spring. 

In conclusion I would like to point out that the 
Indians all expressed themselves as being very pleased with 
the manner in which their affairs are being looked after and 
that I am very grateful myself for the enthusiastic co- 
operation of the Indian ef,the missionary in charge, the 
Bishop of the diocese and the Indian Agent.
